FOREIGN EXCHANGE BUOYANT. 


Believed to Foreshadow a Loan to 
Britain and France. 


Foreign exchange rates advanced with 
vigor yesterday in a market that was 
rather bare of offerings. Demand 
sterling, which closed ‘at $4.655 to the 
pound on Wednesday, rose to $4. 70%, 
and after the close of business bids at 
higher figures were reported without 
bringing out any sales.. From the low- 
est quotation of Wednesday sight drafts 
showed yesterday an advance of full 
4% cents to the pound. Cables rose to 
$4.71, as compared with $4.66%, Wednes- 
day’s low figure. : 

Franc checks at 5.86 displayed a re- 
covery of 9 centimes to the dollar over 
Wednesday's closing quotation, and 
Paris cables’ scored the same advance. 

Exchange dealers: ‘credited the im- 
provement in large part to sentiment 
in banking quarters that details of the 
Anglo-French loan would be completed 
and announced much sooner than had 
been expected. Banks were reluctant to

While the tax budget sub-committee 
meeting in the Municipal Building con- 
tinued yesterday to recammend reduc- 
tions in salaries of city employes, mem⸗ 
bers of the Tax Budget’ Committee, 
which ‘consists of Controller Prender- 
gast, President McAneny and Borough 
Presidents Pounds ° of Brooklyn ‘and 
Mathewson of the’ Bronx, ‘met .in the 
Controller’s office to decide just what 
policy would be adopted in preparing 
the budget ‘requests from’ the city and 
county offices for 1916. It was decided 
to uphold the action of the sub-commit- 
tee-in reducing salaries wherever pos- 
sible. 

Later the Mayor gave out this state- 
ment: 

“This morning in expouttve confer- 
ence a majority of the Board of Esti- 
mate indorsed the program of budget 
preparation which I had already: adopt- 
ed for my departments. This: means that 
the sub-committee of the Board of Esti- 
mate Committee on Tax Budget will be 
instructed’ to prepare. the tentative 
budget for all departments in accord- 
ance with the standard rates of com- 
pensation recommended by the Bureau 
of Standards.

It 
is, moreover, equally our policy to in- 
crease the aries of those persons 
who are now receiving inadequate pay 
for: the work they do.

It is fortunate ‘that the Controller adve- 
cates his program, not simply on the basis 
of economy, but also on the basis of the 
richer opportunities for children which it 
makes possible. This should open the. way 
for the scheal and city officials to get to- 
gether immediately to formulate a policy for 
carrying out this recommendation promptly, 
There shoyld ‘be no delay. The situation is 
acute. Thousands of children are on part 
time. The longer definite action is pro- 
tracted the greater will these children suffer 
from lack of adequate opportunities.

A Few’ Weeks’ Experience Is No 
Ground for Authoritative Criticism. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

The letter entitled Camp or Guard’’ en- 
deavors to show, by a good deal of misin- 
formation, that the National Guard is a 
thoroughly useless organization as compared 
with the camp at Plattsburg. The writer 
thinks morale is utterly lacking in an organ- 
ization which has successfully existed for over 
a hundred years! He declares sglemnly that 
officers in the guard know little or nothing 
outside the Manual of Arms, and gives as 
his authority for this strange assertion ‘“‘ the 
censensus of opinion ’’ of a lot of rookies who 
have known something regarding the mili- 
tary for almost a month! I never saw a 
clearer exemplification of the old saying, '' A 
little knowledge is a dangerous thing.”” I 
suppose ‘'L. U.” considers himself quali- 
fied for a commission and on a level of mijil- 
tary knowledge equal to a recent graduate 
from West Point. Evidently in.this particu- 
lar case Plattsburg has failed to accomplish 
its main objective, namely, to show civilians 
how little they know about the military. 

As @ matter of fact, the National Guard 
contains many veterans 6f the Spanish war, 
especially among its officers. Do these know 
nothing outside the Manual of Arms? As a 
rule, it takes a man about ten years to get 
@ commission in the ‘‘ élite Seventh Regi-

The observance of Yom Kippur, or the 
Day of Atonement, will be ushered in 
at sunset this evening, with fasting and 
praying, by the Jewish people where- 
soever dispersed. - This fast day is con- 
sidered the most important event in tne 
religious life of the Jew and is more 
strictly and generally observed than any 
of the other fast’ days in the Hebraic 
calendar, 

The celebration is characterized by a 
total abstention from all: manner of 
labor or business for the twenty-four 
hours during which it extends, only the 
most absolute works of necessity. or 
charity peing permitted. For the same 
period the observant Jew does not par- 


take of fdod or drink of any kind, the 
strictest manner of fasting bel en- 
joined upon him. None of the orthodox 
section of the Jewish people consider 


themselves exempt from this fact, ex-, 


cept the ill, nursing mothers, children 
and the very aged, and there are not 
many of the latter ‘who avail themselves 
of this exemption. The fasting begins 
at sunset this evening and the fast is 
not broken until after the close of the 
religious services in the synagogues at 
sunset tomorrow ‘evening.

But Condition of n of Poleened Railroad

took: bichloride of ercury. by mistake 
last Tuesday, was reported last night 
at his Summer home in Deal Beach, N. 
J., to be ‘“‘doing as favorably as could 
be expected.’’ This meant, it was ex- 
plained, that Mr. -Erb’s condition was 
such as to. warrant hope for his recov- 
ery, though the chances” were still 
against him. . 

Mr.’ Erb’ is under ‘the constant care 
of Drs: Leo Kessel, Robert Offenbach, 
and Edwin .Sternberger. Dr. . Kessel, 

who is. considered one of the most 
skillful practitioners in New York in 
cases of bichloride poisoning, is in 
charge of the treatmept. Every effort 
to remove the poison from Mr. 's 
system has been made, the latest hav- 
ing been through the process of sweat- 


ng. 

At almost the same time that Mr. Erb 
swallowed the poison, under the impres- 
sion that he was taking bicarbonate of 
soda, the Health and Sanitation Com- 
mittee of the Safety First Federation 
of America,. in session in New York, 
adopted recommendations urgin: the 
enactment of laws for dispensing of 
poisons -in receptacles. distinguishable 
from all others by form and_ color. 
While Mr.-Erb took the ‘bichioride tab< 
lets from a bicarbonate of soda bottle 
in. which he had placed them for con- 
venience, it has béen pointed out that, 
if he had bought the poison in. a bot- 
tle that would have impressed him with 
the nature of its contents, he would 
have seen the danger of having the drug 
in any other container. The committee 
would have pojsons sold only in ‘ ser- 
rated or porcupine’ bottles of irregu- 
lar sizé and emphatic color.
